tax in a considerable area of the 
state 
and there is a strong bloc 
in the Legislature which, I under­ 
stand. remains unalterably opposed 
to the imposition of such a tax Can 
such a levy ho enacted in view of 
this opposition0 That is a very 
practical question which must bo 
asked. 
“ It must be remembered, too. 
that Maryland has been proving it­ 
self attractive to a growing variety 
of industries. We are constantly 
seeking new industries ll is not in­ 
conceivable that one of the big to­ 
bacco companies might .someday 
consider locating one of its plants 
in our tobacco region

Return Of La Prensa 
Symbol To Argentina 


Two great events took place recently in Argen­ 
tina. The provisional government in that country 
so newly freed from Peron’s tyranny, wiped out 
one of the fallen dictator s legacies by ordering the 
Peronista party dissolved. 
But far more important to the people of 
Argentina and the free world as a whole was its 
second decree. This was a simple act of justice-^ 
the return of the newspaper La Prensa to its right­ 
ful owners, the Paz family. 
Why is this considered 
.so important’’ Not 


simply because La Prensa is the largest Spanish 
language newspaper m the world. .Not just because 
the owners of a busine.ss property are getting their 
belongings hack. 
The reason is that La Prensa represents the 
vigorous and independent voice of free Argentina. 
When Peron and his followers .strangled it in 1951 
and took it over from Dr. .Mberto (lainza Paz, 


Argentine freedom died. 
The restoration of the paper to Dr. Paz sym­ 
bolizes better than any other « t of the new regime 
the return of the democratic freedoms to Argen­ 
tina. Nor is this merely a symbolic act. For La 
Prensa, under Dr. Paz’s editorial guidance in the 
past, w'as the highly vocal champion of Argentine 
freedom and the most effective critic of the Peron 


regime. 
It can be counted on today to raise its voice 
against abuse of governmental powers, as it has in 
the past. The fact that the young government is 
ready to place itself under the scrutiny of a free 
and independent press is the best evidence that 
it i.s truly and fully committed to democratic 


government.

Return Of La Prensa 
Symbol To Argentina 


Two great events took place recently in Argen­ 


tina. The provisional government in that country 


so newly freed from Herons tyranny, wiped out 


one of the fallen dictator s legacies by ordering the 


Peronista party dissolved. 
But far more important to the people of 


Argentina and the free world as a whole was its 


second decree. This was a simple act of justice— 


the return of the newspaper La Prensa to its right­ 


ful owners, the Paz family. 


Why is this considered so important’ Not 


simply because La Prensa is the largest Spanish 


language newspaper in the world. Not just because 


the owners of a business property are getting their 


belongings back. 
The reason is that La Prensa represents the 


vigorous and independent voice of free Argentina. 


When Pcron and his followers strangled it in 1951 


and took it over from Dr. Alberto Gainza Paz, 


Argentine freedom died 
The restoration of the paper to Dr. Paz sym­ 


bolizes better than any other act of the new regime 


the relurn of the democratic freedoms to Argen­ 


tina. Nor is this merely a symbolic act. For La 


Prensa. under Dr. Faz's editorial guidance in the 


past, was the highly vocal champion of Argentine 


freedom and the most effective critic of the Peron 


regime. 
It can be counted on today to raise its voice 


against abuse of governmental powers, as it has in 


the past. The fact that the young government is 


ready to place itself under the scrutiny of a free 


and independent press is the best evidence that 


it is truly and fully committed to democratic 


government.

The Democratic Campaign 


When the Democrats were in office, they fought off 
successfully all designs of the Republicans to debate the 
foreign policy of the United Statov 
There has been no 
debate of this nature since the nm congressional cam­ 
paign 
In the 1940. 1944 and 1948 presidential campaigns, 
the Republicans, out of power, joined the Democrats in 
power in maintaining that it was in the public interest 
to show a united front to the world with regard to the 
foreign policy. As all domestic problems impinge on the 
costs of our foreign relations, particularly the costs of 
the fighting war and the cold war. there was actually no 
genuine political debate. 
In the 1952 campaign, the followers of Senator Robert

the issue of our foreign relations, particularly the Tehe­ 
ran, Yalta and Potsdam conferences, the loss of China 
and the failure of the Korean War. hut General eisen­ 
hower could not criticize the Acheson Marshall policies 
to which he had hem an auxiliary 
In the 1954 congres­ 
sional campaign, the follow civ of Senator Joseph Mc­ 
Carthy attempted to debate the foreign policy but they 
wcrf put down. 


It was President Eisenhower’* assumption that Hr 
had been elec ted by a North-South coalition of middle- 
of-the-roaders. a designation that does not exist. 
His 


supporters were Republicans and Democrats and the 
Democrats in due course, sloughed off to their nun 
party and left Eisenhower stranded among the Re­ 
publicans. The principal exception among tile Demo­ 
crats was Senator Walter George who pushed Eisen­ 
hower into the Geneva disasters which the Democrats 
now attack officially.

Union Merger May Mean Powerful Bloc Of Votes 


WASHINGTON—The crusade for 
“ one 
big 
union” 
in 
Am erica- 
fostered decades ago by the In­ 
dustrial Workers of the World—has 
come a long way toward fruition 
in the merger of the American 
Federation of Labor and the Con­ 
gress of Industrial Organizations. 
The “ IWW s.” as they were gen­ 
erally known, sought tc bring craft 
workers into all-plant unions under 
one big top layer of governing 
officials. 
The new merger will not be ex­ 
amined by any investigating com­ 
mittee of Congress. It's a mono­ 
poly that will not be touched by the 
Department of Justice under the 
anti-trust laws. For the power of 
political reprisal by the “ one big 
union” is so threatening that no 
administration in America today 
dares to challenge it and enforce 
the basic principle of anti-mono- 
poly. 
Big business is rightfully policed 
to prevent mergers that 
lessen 
competition, but not the A FL and 
(TO when, having found comp ti­ 
tian to he hurtful to their respec­ 
tive groups, they now agree to 
abolish “ raiding." This is the name 
given to the situation that arises 
when a new union seeks to union­ 
ize workers in plants already or­ 
ganized bv another union Sn, when 
labor leaders find competition irk- 
s< me 
they just make a merger 
and the common law' principle of 
monopoly is brushed aside, even 
though price fixing is the direct 
result of wage-fixing in union con­ 
tracts. 


Dangerous Development Seen 
But there is a more dangerous 
development in the merger than 
has as yet appeared in the public 
discussions 
It is that the A FL. 
which has been made up largely of 
craft unions, is really accepting 
in principle the CIO concept that 
all workers in a plant must belong

to the same union and be repre­ 
sented by a single bargaining com­ 
mittee Employers usually like it, 
as it saves dickering with each 
union competitiveV So the crafts 
may no longer have autonomy, 
This means eventually a level- 
ing-out of wages, and naturally the 
craft worker will find himself at 
a disadvantage. It is a sort of com­ 
munizing 
process 
in 
which 
an 
entire plant is put into one union, 
with one set of officers who look 
to the votes of the lower-paid un­ 
skilled workers—the vast majority 
—instead of to each minority of 
cr,aft workers when making wage 
scales 
It means that the highly 
paid skilled worker is hound to 
suffer. This has happened already 
in many industries containing the 
“ industrial union'* plan. It is a 
case of robbing Peter to pay Paul 
—a redistribution of wage income 
in

gives way to numerical pressures. 


Signs Of Rebellion 
Already there are signs of re­ 
bellion in the ranks of the craft 
unions, but they are helpless, as 
they have been sold down the river 
at the top. There are, to be sure, 
more A EL men in the top council 
of the merged union al present 
than CIO leaders, but it s only a 
question of time when this will 
be reversed What really has hap­ 
pened is that the CIO. which broke 
away from the A EL 20 years ago.
